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2d SFS cracks down on Barksdale drivers

The 2d Security Forces Squadron is
toughening up against driving violators
due to a rise of drunk driving incidents
on base and careless driving habits in
construction zones.

“While Team Barksdale is to be com-
mended for the drop in DUIs during
2004 in comparison to 2003, we have
seen a spike in DUISs in the first quarter
of 2005,” said Col. Eldon Woodie, 2d
Bomb Wing vice commander.

Tech. Sgt. Jason Russell, 2d SFS po-
lice services superintendent, said
they’re keeping Barksdale streets safe
by sending more patrols out to high traf-
fic areas to combat these problems.

“Putting more patrol cars on the
street is a way to apprehend people driv-
ing under the influence,” he said.
“However, a large percentage of drunk
drivers are stopped at the gate, as the
guards are able to interact with drivers
and detect the scent of alcohol on a dri-
ver’s breath.”

Lt. Col. Bruce Way, 2d BW Safety
chief, said one of the reasons why DUIs
occur is because drivers use poor risk
management skills before and after
drinking and decide erringly they are
still fit to drive. He said another reason
why many people drink and drive is be-
cause their friends do not stop them.
Potential drunk drivers and those who let
them drive should remember the potential
outcome.

“Driving under the influence of drugs
or alcohol is not only dangerous to the in-
dividual behind the wheel, but also to his
or her passengers, people in other vehi-
cles, and innocent pedestrians — the
scope of potential damage is huge,”
Colonel Way said. “Drugs and alcohol
slow down reaction time, affect hand-eye

coordination and impair judgment.”

“If you are planning on drinking and
you don’t plan for a designated driver, you
are planning on driving under the influ-
ence,” Colonel Woodie said. “There is no
excuse and convicted violators will face
severe consequences.”

Being issued a citation for driving under
the influence automatically strips the of-
fender of driving privileges on base for a
year and could lead to further punishment.

Security forces patrols can also be seen

near a new traffic hotspot on Barksdale,
the Lindbergh Road construction site.

“Drivers should be careful driving in the
construction zones, especially paying at-
tention to speed limits,” Sergeant Russell
said. “We’re issuing two to three tickets
daily in these construction zones. These
mostly happen because people aren’t pay-
ing attention.

“Drivers should also be careful about
the cones and their significance on the
road,” the sergeant said. “In a lot of con-

struction areas, cones mark the separation
of lanes; however, at the Lindbergh site,
the cones also mark off large drop-offs that
can cause severe damage to a car. Several
cars have been damaged by driving off the
side of the road since construction began.”

“Drivers need to be patient with con-
struction on base to get the benefit of safer
roads in the future,” Colonel Way said.
“Allow a few extra minutes for driving
time, be alert for workers and vehicles and
keep the speed down.”
